A mob composed of several thousand 
persons formed at

marched out St. Charles avenue in a 
body. 
It was reported that the mob 
would march upon the parish prison and 
demand the negro Pierce, who was with 
Charles when the police officers were 
| killed.. The police accordingly sent a 
I strong reinforcement to the prison, and 
; when the mob made its appearance its 
J leaders were told that an effort to secure 
| the prisoner would be resisted to tho 
I bitter end. 
Wise counsel prevailed.and 
tho members of the throng slowly dis- | 
persed. 
Small bands of men and boys 
were soon formed and scattered to sev­ 
eral parts of the city. 
Many negroes 
rte i who were on the streets and riding in I 
cars were fired upon with more . or less 
serious results. 
The judice board was in session when 
reports of the marching of the mobs 
wore received, and an adjournment was 
promptly taken so that officers in attend- 1 
alice might hurry to the scene and put 
down the disorders. 
Not since the 
lynching of the Italians several years I 
ago has there been such general excite­ 
ment. 
The funerals of Captain Day and Pa 
trolman Lamb took place yesterday af­ 
ternoon and served to intensify the feel­ 
ing of their friends. 
The body of the dead negro is in the 
morgue and half a dozen badly battered 
negro men ami women are in the charity 
hospital. 
Among those wounded is a 
Pullman car porter who had just arriv­ 
ed on his run from Chicago. 
He was 
pulled from a s tr e e t ear aud shot twice. 
His recovery is doubtful. 
It is generally believed that the des­ 
perado Charles is in hiding in the home 
of some friendly negro.

on a hunt for negroes and those unfor­ 
tunates who fAll into their grasp were 
either killed or so badly wounded they 
were left for dead. 
After the mobs got started the negroes 
became terrorized and took .shelter iii 
their homes and outhouses of white peo­ 
ple who protected them so it was only 
unsuspecting aud inoffensive negroes 
who were victims. 
Police were power­ 
less, as fast as they apparently dispersed 
the crowds in one section it only re­ 
formed and moved to some other point 
to continue its devilish work. 
The ostensible cause of the riot was 
the killing of Police Captain Day aud 
Patrolman Lamb by the negroes Pierce 
and Charles. 
Pierce is in the parish 
prison, Charles is still at large. 
A number of white people were shot 
by accident. 
The mobs were composed almost en­ 
tirely of boys under 21 years of age and 
had no leaders, but acted on common 
impulse. 
The disturbances finally ceased about 
5 o’clock this morning when a white 
baker, whose name is unknown, was 
shot in the leg while a crowd of rioters 
was chasing a number of negroes. 
The mayor, police, aud citizens are 
arranging to take precautions against a 
repetition of last night’s scenes of disor­ 
der. 
The latest reports show an unknown 
negro killed and three fatally wounded 
and 15 negroes and whites less seriously 
injured. 
A delegation of citizens called on 
the mayor and asked him to either call 
out a posse of citizens or appeal to the 
governor to order out the militia. 
His 
honor immediately prepared a procla­ 
mation calling for 500 volunteer citizens 
to assist the police iii preserving order. 
The mayor communicated with Gov. 
Heard and the governor will call out the 
militia to preserve order in the city. 
Reports of beating negroes are still com­ 
ing in.
